RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


The  general  trend   on  slaughter  steers  and 
heifers  at  midwest  terminals  was  steady  to  750 
lower  with  heifers  mostly  steady  to  500  off. 
The  decline  was  influenced  by  lower  prices  on 
steer  beef  which  more  than  offset  the  effect 
of  reduced  marketings.     Cows  sold   steady  to  750 
higher  under  the  influence  of  reduced  numbers 
and   higher  cow  beef  prices.     Stockers  and  feed- 
ers were  largely  steady  to  500  lower.  Barrows 
and  gilts  closed  mostly  25-500  lower;     sows 
steady  to  500  lower.      Slaughter   lambs  were 
steady  to  250  lower  at  most  midwest  terminals. 
At  Fort  Worth  prices  were  5O0-$1.5O  lower. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES   -  Slaughter 
steers  and   heifers  sold  generally  steady  to 
75^  lower  at  midwest  terminals  with  heifers 
largely  steady  to  500  lower.     Cows  were  steady 
to  750  higher  and  bulls  about  steady.  Vealers 
were  steady  at.  St.   Louis  and  $2.00-3.00  lower 
at  St.   Paul.     Producers  continued   to  curtail 
marketings  but  small  supplies  failed  to  stimu- 
late trading  on  slaughter  steers  and   heifers 
due  to  the  continued  poor  demand  for  these 
classes  in  the  dressed   trade.  With  live  cost 
high  in  relation  to  returns  from  the  dressed 
product,     most  packers  chose  to  further  reduce 
killing  numbers  rather  than  pay  higher  prices 
for  steers  and  heifers.     On  the   other  hand, 
cow  beef  found  a  good   outlet  at  5O0-$1.OO 
higher  price  levels  and   influenced   the  upturn 
in  the  live  trade.     Cow  slaughter  under  Federal 
inspection  fell  below  a  year  ago.     Slaughter 
steers  and  heifers  made  up  the  bulk  of  the  re- 
ceipts at  most  terminals  with  Good  to  average- 
Choice  grades  predominating.     High-Choice  and 
Prime  steers  and  heifers  were  virtually  absent 
at  most  points  with  Prime  steers  making  up 
only  about  12  percent  of  the  steer  supply  at 
Chicago.      Cows  were  in  small  supply  at  most 
points. 

Prime  and  mixed   Choice  and  Prime  1000- 
1425#  slaughter  steers  brought  $26.50-28.50  in 
Chicago  with  several  loads  Prime  1125-1350#  at 
$28.25-28.50.     A  few  high-Choice  and  mixed 
Choice  and  Prime  steers  brought  $25.50-26.75 
at  other  terminals  where  bulk  of  the  high-Good 
and  Choice  900-1300#  moved  at  $23.50-25.50. 
Some  high-Choice  1050-1300#  steers  sold  at 
$26.25-26.75  in  Chicago  and   in  Omaha  a  lead   > 
high-Choice  1595#  went  at  $24.00.     Good   steers' 
cashed   at  $22.00-24.00.     A  few  high-Choice  an'c 
mixed  Choice  and  Prime  slaughter  Jfe^fers  sold 
at  $24.50-26.00  while  Choice  brbughft  $23.00- 
25.00.     Good  heifers  sold  at  $3iL.o6-23.50. 
Utility  and  Commercial  cows  sofe-afc  $16.25- 
18.50,   Canner  and  Cutter  at  $14*,00-i}.7.00. 


STOCKER  AND  FEEDER  CATTLE  ANSI  CALVES 
Receipts  of  stocker  and  feeder  cattle  and 
calves  at  terminal  markets  were  about  normal 


for  the  time   of  year.     A  large  percent  of  the 
over-all  supplies  consisted   of  450-750#  steers. 
Good  and  Choice  yearling  stockers  predominated. 
Moderate  numbers  of  400-450#  calves  were 
marketed  but  lighter  weight  calves  were  scarce. 
Majority  of  the  800-1050#  feeder  steers  were 
kinds  which  already  had  received  a  start  on 
grain  feeds.     Trading  at  best  was  only  fairly 
active  and   often  was  slow  with  prices  at  mid- 
west markets  unevenly  steady  to  500  lower. 
Most  dependable  demand  continued  to  center  on 
calves  and   thin  500-650#  yearlings  suitable  for 
putting  on  grass.     Buyers  generally  were 
inclined  to  proceed   cautiously  in  the  face  of 
an  erratic  and  frequently  bearish  demand  for 
slaughter  cattle  and,   even  though  slaughterers 
were  not  aggressive  in  competing  for  fleshy 
two-way  kinds,     not  many  in  that  category  over 
950#  were  purchased  by  feeder  buyers. 

Scattered   shipments  Choice  520-604$  stock 
steers  brought  $28.50-31.00;  bulk  Good  and 
Choice  525-750#  yearlings  $24.00-28.00;     Medium 
and  low-Good  $19.50-24.00.     Good   and  Choice

26.25.     Choice,  thin  421#  steer  calves  brought 
$32.50  and  a  part  load  Choice  398#  $33.00;bulk 
Good  and  Choice  steer  calves  $25. 50-31. 00, same 
grades  heifer  calves  $23.00-28.25. 

HOGS  -  Receipts  of  hogs  at  the  12  markets 
totaled  293,000  head,  12  percent  more  than  the 
previous  week,  but    8  percent  under  a  year  ago. 
Chicago  had  the  largest  run  for  any  week  since 
last  January.     The  consist  of  the  receipts  did 
not  change  much  from  recent  weeks  with  mixed 
U.  S.  No.  1,2  and  3  190-270#  barrows  and  gilts 
making  up  the  bulk  of  the  offerings.     A  few 
centers  in  the  western  part  of  the  area  had  an 
increased  volume  of  kinds  weighing  over  250#. 
Sows  comprised  5-12     percent  at  the  various 
points.     Increased  receipts  and  an  uneven 
dressed  pork  trade  proved  to  be  bearish  factors 
Tluencing  a  general  downturn  in  live  prices, 
^ce  spreads  on  barrows  and  gilts  were  rela- 
;ly  narrow  with  a  large  share  of  190-300# 
jof firings  falling  in  a  500-750  range.     Order 
srs  proved  to  be  fairly  aggressive  operators 
nost  markets  with  those  interests  taking 
percent  of  the  run  at  Omaha.     Barrows  and 
Llts  closed  mostly  25-500  lower,     however, 
prices  at  Omaha  finished  steady  to  250  off. 
Sows  were  steady  to  500  lower .

Average  cut-out  value  advantage  of  U.   S. 
No.   1  over  No.   3  live  basis  200-220?  barrows 
and  gilts  was  820  per  cwt.  based   on  wholesale 
carlot  prices  of  fresh  pork  cuts  at  Chicago 
ADril  6  to  April  12,   1961,   inclusive. 

HOGS  -  Receipts  in  the  Interior  Iowa- 
Southern  Minnesota  area  totaled   345,000  head, 
around     10  percent  more  than  the  previous  week 
and   3  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier. 
Barrows  and  gilts  and  sows  closed  mostly 
steady.     Sows  made  up  about  6  percent  of  the 
receipts.

LESS  THAN  CARLOT  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEWS 

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -  The  general  trend  for 
steer  beef  on  the  Eastern  Seaboard  wae  steady  to 
$1.00  lower,  bulk  frilly  50/  off,  and  meager 
supply  Prime  sold  steady  to  strong  at  New  York; 
cow  beef  mostly  steady,  except  Philadelphia 
strong  to  75/  higher;  veal  and  calf  steady  to 
$3.00  lower,  mostly  $1.00  decline;  lamb  steady 
to  $1.00  higher,  with  New  York  and  Philadelphia 
fully  $1.00  advanced.  Pork  loins  were  $1.00- 
3.00  higher,  however,  close  at  New  York  was  50/ 
lower,  due  to  $2.00  decline  for  limited  sales  on 
closing  session.  Boston  butts  were  steady  to 
$2.00  lower;  other  pork  cuts  mostly  steady,  in- 
stances strong  on  spare ribs. 

Prices  for  Choice  and  Prime  kosher  steer 
forequarters  were  weak  to  50/  lower;  lamb,  veal 
and  calf  unchanged.  Trading  at  New  York  was 
moderately  active  and  demand  rather  broad;  other 
markets  showed  fair  activity,  except  beef  and 
veal  generally  dull.  Lamb  was  moderately  active, 
and  pork  rather  slow.  Supplies  of  all  classes 
were  ample  for  the  demand.  Beef,  veal  and  lamb 
receipts  were  normal,  and  pork  moderate.   Spring 
lamb  carcasses  were  scarce  and  quality  of  old 
crop  was  poorest  of  the  season,  particularly 
evident  at  the  New  York  market*  Good  clearance 
prevailed  at  all  markets,  except  some  carryover 
of  beef  and  veal  at  Washington. 

CHICAGO  -  Steer  and  heifer  beef  closed  50/- 
1.00  lower;  veal  $1.00-2.00  lower;  lamb  steady 
to  50/  higher.  Pork  loins  were  $2.50-3.00  lower; 
Boston  butts  $1.00  lower;  and  spareribs  steady. 

Supplies  of  beef,  lamb  and  veal  were  moder- 
ate with  beef  mostly  Good  and  Choice  grade b. 
Lamb  carcasses  were  mostly  45-65#  weights  with 
carcasses  under  45#  in  limited  supply.  Fresh 
pork  supply  was  small  at  the  outset  but  increased 
to  a  moderate  volume  later. 

Carcass  beef  trade  was  slow  as  were  primal 
cuts  until  midweek.  From  Wednesday  on,  rounds, 
ribs  and  loins  were  in  fair  demand  with  rounds 
advancing  $1.00  over  the  low  close  last  Friday. 
Arm  and  squarecut  chucks  were  draggy  and  worked 
lower.  Trading  on  veal  closed  slow.  Demand  was 
only  moderate  for  lamb  with  hindsaddles  outsell- 
ing forequarter  meat.   Sellers  having  difficulty 
clearing  lamb  hotel  ribs  for  more  than  a  month.

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BOSTON   WOOL  MARKET  REVIEW 


Trading  at  the  Boston  market  was  active  as 
prices  advanced  about  2-30  clean  basis.  Around 
10  cars  of  greasy  combing  wools  were  moved.  Offer- 
ings of  pulled  wools  were  limited  while  trading 
for  noils  was  active  and  prices  advanced.  Little 
was  done  in  scoured  shorn  wools. 

Trading  in  the  western  States  was  fairly 
active  at  strong  prices  for  practically  all  classes 
of  wools.  It  was  estimated  that  up  to  50  percent 
of  all  medium  wools  in  Ohio  and  Indiana  had  been 
spld. 

Midweek  cables  from  Australia  showed  a  good 
selection  of  topmaking  and  spinners  merinos,  come- 
backs and  crossbred  wools  offered  at  Geelong  as 
prices  advanced  2^-5  percent  compared  to  the  Easter 
recess  with  Eastern  Europe  and  Japan  dominating. 
At  the  Wellington,  New  Zealand  sale  there  was  keen 
and  general  competition  with  Eastern  Europe  oper- 
ating especially  in  48/50s  and  finer  grades.  Trad- 
ing was  active  at  strong  prices.  There  was  a  much 
firmer  tone  at  the  East  London  sale  in  South  Africa 
with  prices  about  2§-0  higher  than  the  close  prior 
to  the  Easter  recess.  The  South  American  markets 
were  dull  with  only  occasional  sales  of  60s  and 
finer  wools  in  Montevideo. 

Fleece  Wools  -  Graded  60/6 2s  staple  and  good 
French  combing  fleece  wool  sold  around  $1.04  clean 
basis.  Dealers  estimated  graded  50/54s  staple 
fleece  wools  around  970  clean  basis.  Buyers  were 
paying  mostly  40-430  for  medium  wools  in  Ohio  and 
Indiana. 

Territory  Wools  -  Graded  64s  good  French  comb- 
ing and  staple  territory  wool  sold  around  $1.14- 
1.15  clean  basis  while  graded  California  64s  brought 
$1.15.  In  Wyoming,  the  Star  Valley  pool  of  approxi- 
mately 170,000#,  bulk  3/8s,  l/4  and  low  l/4-blood 
sold  around  54.60  grease  basis  f .o.b.  while  in  the 
Basin  area  various  clips  sold  in  a  range  from  34- 
420  grease  basis  for  all  grades  to  the  growers. 
Various  sales  in  Montana  ranged  from  40-42^0  grease 
basis  f .o.b.  as  clean  prices  ranged  upward  to  $1.01, 
delivered  East  for  bulk  fine  and  half-blood  wools. 
The  Minnadoka  pool  in  Idaho,  up  to  125,000#  of  bulk 
3/8s  and  half  with  an  edge  of  quarter-blood  sold  for 
May  delivery  at  43.50  grease  basis,  f .o.b.  Various 
range  clips  in  the  State  of  Washington  sold  recently 
from  39-420  grease  basis  to  the  growers. 

Texas  Wools  -  Original  bag,  bulk  good  French 
combing  and  staple  12  months  wool  sold  in  Texas  from 
$1.17-1.20  clean  basis,  delivered  East  while  up  to 
$1.12  clean  basis  was  paid  for  short  wools. 

Mohair  -  There  was  improved  domestic  business 
in  mostly  medium  grade  mohair  with  some  kid  tops  for 
both  woolen  and  worsted  consumption.  Adult  hair 
alone  was  purchased  in  Texas  at  93jf0  to  the  ware- 
house. Dealers  estimate  approximately  four  million 
pounds  of  mohair  remained  unsold  in  Texas. 

Foreign  Wools  -  Turnover  of  spot  foreign  wools 
continued  dull.  Super  skirted  Montevideo  60s  sold 
for  shipment  around  $1.12  clean  basis,  duty  paid. 
Cabled  quotations  at  week's  end  follow  with  combing 
wools  converted  to  clean  U.  S.  oil-combed  yields  and 
short  wools  to  scouring  yields,  in  bond.

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Red  meat  supplies  are  generally  lower  on  April  1  than  on  March  1  but  this  year 
because  of  strong  upturn  in  pork  stocks  and  with  beef  showing  little  change,  holdings 
were  up  11  million  pounds  to  481  million.  Total  meat  supplies  were  still  about  one- 
fifth  less  than  average  and  the  stocks  of  April  1,  1960.  Pork  holdings  increased  11 
million  pounds  to  246  million  on  April  1.  During  March  1960,  a  5-million  pound  re- 
duction lowered  stocks  to  338  million  pounds.  The  average  March  change  in  pork  stocks 
is  an  increase  of  6  million  pounds  and  average  April  1  stocks  are  353  million  pounds. 
Beef  holdings  at  143  million  pounds  were  almost  unchanged  from  a  month  earlier.  This 
is  in  contrast  to  a  20-million  pound  reduction  reported  during  March  1960  which  low- 
ered stocks  to  166  million  pounds  by  April  1,  and  an  average  reduction  of  12  million 
pounds  for  this  time  of  year.  Average  stocks  are  163  million  pounds.
